— Following up on sales, servicing and other contacts in order to determine levels of satisfaction 
with products, services and other customer sales and servicing processes;

— Using regular surveys, other forms of structured data gathering and data gathered during day to day 
customer contacts in order to determine and enhance customer relationship satisfaction levels.
